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Victim, 21, 
dies after 
his rescue 
from river 

A 21-YEAR-old man has 
died after getting into diffi¬ 
culties in a river near 
Chirk. 

Emergency services were 
called to an isolated loca¬ 
tion near the confluence of 
the Rivers Dee and Ceiriog 
shortly before 7pm on 
Tuesday night. 

He was pulled from the 
water about 50 minutes 
later after a search involv¬ 
ing officers from West Mer¬ 
cia Police and North Wales 
Police. 

The man, who is believed 
to be from Shropshire, was 
airlifted to the Royal 
Shrewsbury Hospital where 
he was pronounced dead. 

The fire & rescue service 
and ambulance service also 
attended, and the North 
Wales Police helicopter 
helped with the search. 

West Mercia Police are 
continuing to investigate the 
circumstances of the death 
and renewed warnings 
about swimming or cooling 
off in open water. 

Richard Ewels, West Mer¬ 
cia Police spokesman, said: 
“There have been a number 
of recent tragedies in Shrop¬ 
shire and neighbouring 
counties where people have 
got into difficulties after 
entering rivers or quarry 
pools. 

“Please don’t be tempted. 
These types of water can be 
highly dangerous with 
strong undercurrents, low 
temperatures which can 
cause muscle cramps and 
hidden obstacles beneath 
the surface. 

“Sadly, we are now deal¬ 
ing with another such 
tragedy.” 

The details of the death 
have been reported to the 
coroner. 

Demolition 
work on flats 

THE demolition of a drug- 
plagued housing estate in 
Oswestry has started after 
council planners agreed 
new affordable homes can 
be built in its place. 

The go-ahead for the 
demolition of 48 flats in 
Swan Lane was given on 
Monday and by Tuesday 
diggers had started work. 

The move was backed 
after council chiefs admit¬ 
ted its reputation for anti¬ 
social behaviour and drug 
use was making it difficult 
to find tenants. 

A total of 19 affordable 
homes will be built in its 
place.

Arrest made in train crash probe 


BRITISH Transport Police arrested a 
27-year-old man after a train collided 
with a tractor and trailer on a farm 
crossing at Buttington on Tuesday. 

The man, believed to be the tractor 
driver, was arrested at the scene and 
later released on bail pending further 
inquiries until September 10. Up to 200 
passengers needed rescuing from the 
stranded Arriva Trains Wales Birming¬ 
ham to Aberystywth service. 

Superintendent Andy Morgan from 
British Transport Police said: “Our 


investigation is continuing into the 
cause of the collision, including piecing 
together exactly how the vehicle came to 
be on the tracks at the time. 

“As part of that investigation, a 27- 
year-old man was arrested on suspicion 
of endangering safety. 

“He was taken to a police station, 
where he was assisting my officers with 
their inquiries.” 

The tractor driver and the train driver 
were both shaken and in shock, but oth¬ 
erwise uninjured following the crash 


which happened shortly before noon 
close to Buttington Hall Farm. 

The line between Shrewsbury and 
Machynlleth was closed for several 
hours. The train, which had been travel¬ 
ling at about 70mph, was partially 
derailed but remained upright. 

A British Transport Police spokesman 
said some minor injuries were reported, 
and two people were taken to Welshpool 
Hospital for further treatment. 

Rail services were replaced by buses.

Powys County Council is currently based 
in the Grade-II Listed Neuadd Maldwyn 
building in Severn Road, but says it needs 
£3million worth of repairs to be carried out 
if it is to remain open. 

It will now look to sell the building to 
raise funds for the new project which could 
also be occupied by Powys teaching Local 
Health Board, HM Revenue and Customs, 
a job centre, Welshpool Town Council and a 
new GP surgery. 

Last year, the police, fire and magistrates 
court moved to a shared site in Llandrindod 
Wells, which has been hailed a success. 

A working group will now be set up by 
the council to look at ideas for the future of 
the development. 

Transform 

Councillor Garry Banks, portfolio holder 
for localism at the council, said the develop¬ 
ment could transform services in the town 
for future generations. 

He said: “Neuadd Maldwyn provides a 
base for adult social services, children’s 
services, housing, regeneration/planning 
and others. 

“In the surrounding vicinity, the author¬ 
ity also operates a school, youth centre, res¬ 
idential home and day centre. Powys 
County Council is in control of the majority 
of land around the Neuadd Maldwyn site in 
Welshpool. 

“In addition, immediately around 
Neuadd Maldwyn, several of our partners 
also hold accommodation and operate serv¬ 
ices, these being the police, fire brigade, 
ambulance and government office building. 

“Officers have identified that there is 
huge potential in Welshpool to collaborate 
and provide state of the art, modern, fit for 
purpose facilities. 

“This is a pioneering project that has 
wide reaching benefits.”

Developer 
combines 
wind farm 
proposals 

PLANS for two wind farms 
near Welshpool have been 
combined into one by a 
developer which says it will 
be the “best possible” wind 
project. 

Vattenfall says it has 
scrapped its plans for a 15- 
turbine wind farm at 
Mynydd Waun Fawr, Llan- 
erfyl, near Welshpool and 
will instead combine it with 
plans at Rhyd Ddu, also at 
Llanerfyl. 

It is not yet known how 
many turbines the planned 
wind farm will have, with 
the developer saying it is 
still in the very early stages. 

But it says it will consult 
residents when the plans are 
drawn up next year. 

Ruari Lean, senior devel¬ 
opment manager at Vatten¬ 
fall, said: “We believe that by 
developing a wind farm on a 
single, combined site we will 
be able to maximise the ben¬ 
efits from this renewable 
energy project to the region, 
whilst working to minimise 
cumulative impacts.” 

Vattenfall submitted 
Mynydd Waun Fawr’s appli¬ 
cation for 16 wind turbines 
3km south west of Llanerfyl 
to Powys County Council in 
2007. In January 2009 Sup¬ 
plementary Environmental 
Information was also sub¬ 
mitted, reducing the applica¬ 
tion to 15 turbines. 

Stakeholders and mem¬ 
bers of the community can 
comment on the new propos¬ 
als when formal consulta¬ 
tion begins next year. 

Vattenfall is one of 
Europe’s largest energy 
firms and is the continent’s 
sixth largest generator of 
electricity and its largest 
producer of heat. 

It currently operates 
545MW of onshore wind 
capacity and 836MW of off¬ 
shore wind across Europe.

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Historic 
muskets 
in display 
at castle 


THE smell of gunpowder 
will greet visitors to Chirk 
Castle this weekend as the 
firepower of Civil War mus¬ 
kets is put to the test. 

National Trust firearms 
adviser Brian Godwin will 
be taking a closer look at 
some of the National Trust 
property’s historic muskets 
on Saturday and Sunday. 

The 700-year-old castle 
houses an impressive collec¬ 
tion of historic firearms, 
including 17th century Civil 
War muskets. 

Brian will be based in the 
castle’s Cromwell Hall and 
will be happy to answer any 
questions about the nation¬ 
ally important collection. 

He said: “The firearms 
collection at Chirk includes 
beautifully inlaid hunting 
guns and pistols, as well as 
the 38 17th Century doglock 
muskets, some of which are 
exceptionally rare.” 

Also on hand will be the 
castle’s very own Civil War 
musketeer, David Dabinett. 
Dave will be answering 
questions about life for ordi¬ 
nary musketeers and what it 
was like to use these 
weapons in battle. 

He will also be giving live 
firing demonstrations using 
his replica 17th century 
musket. 

Joanne Thompson, assis¬ 
tant visitor services man¬ 
ager at the castle, said: “The 
17th century was a bloody 
time in Chirk Castle’s his¬ 
tory. It was the last time the 
castle was used as a fortress 
- the purpose for which it 
was built. 

“The castle was besieged 
three times during the Civil 
War, and some of the mus¬ 
kets still at the castle today 
may have been used during 
this time. The Cromwell 
Hall also houses a collection 
of Civil War cavalry armour 
and other weapons.” 

Brian Godwin will be at 
Chirk Castle between noon 
and 4pm. Normal admission 
charges to the castle and 
gardens apply.

Man, 53, 
sentenced 
for brawl 
near pub 

A WELSHPOOL man has 
been given a six-month com¬ 
munity order following a 
brawl outside a pub. 

David Spencer, 53, of 
Woodside, Welshpool, was 
involved in the incident out¬ 
side the Wellington public 
house in Welshpool, in which 
Phillip Bowen got knocked 
out. 

Welshpool Magistrates 
Court heard on Tuesday 
that Spencer hit Mr Bowen 
in a row which spilled from 
inside the pub into Berriew 
Street. 

Spencer had previously 
admitted using threatening, 
abusive, insulting words or 
behaviour. 

Magistrates handed 
Spencer a six-month com¬ 
munity order twinned with 
a thinking skills programme 
and ordered him to pay £85 
costs and a £15 victim sur¬ 
charge. 

Mrs Helen Tench, prose¬ 
cuting, said that in the early 
hours of January 13, Mr 
Bowen and his wife Davina 
had been leaving the 
Wellington pub when words 
were exchanged with 
Spencer and his son. 

She said: “Scuffles broke 
out and there was a smack¬ 
ing sound and Mr Bowen 
was lying on the floor. The 
defendant was heard to say 
‘what have I done’ and ‘I’ve 
killed him’ before running 
away.” 

An ambulance was called 
and Mr Bowen had suffered 
bruising, a cut lip and two 
chipped teeth. He was 
knocked out for about two 
minutes. 

Mr Robert Hanratty, for 
Spencer, said his client had 
been hit on the head by 
someone else and had seen 
someone approaching from 
behind. 

“To protect himself he hit 
out and I guess you could 
say he got unlucky by con¬ 
necting with a perfect punch 
to the head,” Mr Hanratty 
added. “He is very sorry but 
he thought it was in self- 
defence.” 


Passenger who dialled 999 tells of panic in carriages 


itain and tractor in 70mph 
crash on railway crossing

PASSENGERS had lucky escapes when a train and tractor were 
involved in a 70mph crash at Buttington. 

And the man who dialled 999 has spoken of the panic in the carriages in the 
aftermath of the collision. 

Eyewitnesses described hearing a loud bang before seeing the damage to the front 
of the train’s cab and one of its wheels derailed in the incident on Tuesday. 

Between 150 and 200 people were on board the train, which was travelling between 
Birmingham and Aberystwyth, at the time of the crash shortly before noon. 


A 27-year-old man, 
believed to be the tractor 
driver, has been arrested 
on suspicion of endanger¬ 
ing safety in connection 
with the collision.

THE war of words over the spelling of 
a village name close to the Shrop¬ 
shire/Powys border is growing it 
seems. 

Llansantffraid Community Council is 
planning a village survey in a bid to have the 
letter “t” restored. It was removed by Powys 
County Council in 2008, the village having 
being named Llansantffraid-ym-Mechain 
since the mid 1800s following a campaign by 
local resident Rhys Ap Owen. 

And the row was fuelled this week when 
a local weekly newspaper (not the Chroni¬ 
cle) changed the spelling of “Llansantffraid” 
to “Llansanffraid” when publishing a letter 
from the former council chairman in sup¬ 
port of the “t” being restored. 

Furious farmer and caravan park owner 
Doug Williams, claims he has been made to 
look foolish by the newspaper’s actions. 

Rhys Ap Owen has mounted an attack on 
the community council and claims the “t” 



was introduced by “an illiterate English 
establishment” and in a letter to the Chron¬ 
icle claimed his local councillors were “delu¬ 
sionary”. 

The whole things seems to be getting a 
little out of hand and personally I have yet 
to speak to anyone other than Mr Owen 
who is favour of the “t” being taken out. 

His vitriolic attack on members of the 
local council smacks of a man struggling to 
find support for a cause he clearly believes 
passionately in. 

Perhaps it’s time Powys County Council 


stepped in to resolve this situation - it’s cer¬ 
tainly no storm in a “T Cup” now.

WELSHPOOL is my home town and I 
love the place dearly, but the image greeting 
visitors is surely not the one anyone wants. 

For some time now anyone emerging 
from Church Street car park finds them¬ 
selves subjected to scenes of booze-swilling 
individuals taking up all the seating areas 
close to the Tourist Information Centre. 

It’s the same in the Puzzle Square area, 
which is a reflection of the number of empty 
shops, and now there’s a new location for 
partying at the entrance to Berriew Road 
car park. 

This new location is certainly as a result 
of the new European shop which has opened 
in Berriew Street, stocked to the ceiling 
with cheap booze - I saw a van load arrive 
myself this week. 

But how much damage is the drinking 
culture doing to Welshpool’s image? Visitors

Strand of Elvis's hair up

He, his wife Linda, son Joe, and the fam¬ 
ily’s dogs, survived the hurricane by hiding 
in their “walk-in” wardrobe that was 
directly behind the stone chimney. But the 
house was badly damaged. 

“It happened so quickly in the middle of 
the night. But I remembered that when you 
see photos of hurricane-hit homes it is

always the stone chimneys that are still 
standing,” said Mr Perrins. 

He said that with the damage to the 
house and his deteriorating health the fam¬ 
ily had no choice but to return to Oswestry. 

He happened upon the strand of hair 
when he visited Memphis during the fam¬ 
ily’s two years in America. 

“I bought the piece of Elvis’s hair from 
his barber and it came with a certificate of 
authenticity. I couldn’t resist it.” 

Barber, Homer Gill Gilleland toured with 


Elvis for more than 20 years. He dyed the 
singer’s hair black and then cut it, saving 
strands in a towel which he sold after the 
singer’s death in 1977. 

He was also said to be the inventor of the 
famous black dye he used on Elvis. He died 
in 1995. 

Mr Perrins said he set up a stall in 
Oswestry to help the family to move on with 
their lives. 

“We had to downsize and so we had to get 
rid of some of our collection. We have lots of 


American trivia from Homer Simpson 
items, Beanie toys and all kinds of interest¬ 
ing things. ” The piece of hair caught the 
attention of antiques expert Helen Hall 
from the BBC Antiques Road trip when she 
visited the emporium this week. 

Her show will be broadcast in the new 
year. 

Daryl Kerr from the emporium said Mr 
Perrins’s memorabilia stand was just one of 
the gems in the historic building, which has 
more than 30 stalls.

A: Sadly, the failure of one business can often have a domino effect on other businesses. You need to take professional advice as 
soon as possible, the sooner you do so the better the prospects for your business.

Exactly one month after I 
was back in my own home 
and, as the surgeon said, 
“done and dusted”. 

The excellent care has 
continued from Ellesmere 
Community Services.

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Most employees are honest but the 
simple fact is that employees are well placed 
to steal from their employer if they are 
minded to do so. For small and medium 
sized businesses the risk can be greater 
because the accounting models are usually 
less sophisticated than in larger companies. 


Theft from employers can vary from the 
crude, such as simply pocketing cash, to the 
more complicated, such as setting up a false 
supplier.

AN Oswestry supermarket is helping to 
make sure the town’s poorest folk don’t 
go hungry this year. 

A trolley has been set up at the 
entrance foyer to the town’s Sainsbury’s 
supermarket. 

Customers are being urged to drop off 
long life food items into the trolley with 
all the goods being passed on to Oswestry 
and Border Foodbank. 

The foodbank distributes food to the 
area’s worst off through a voucher sys¬ 
tem. 

Staff at Sainsbury’s said they were 
delighted to play a part in bringing some 
comfort to those badly off and thanked 
their customers for the support. 

Hannah Lloyd, customer service desk 
assistant, said: “The foodbank was our 
charity of the year last year and proved a 
huge success. 

“Our charity of the year is the Bone 
Cancer Trust but customers in Oswestry 
also asked if we could do a trolley for the 
foodbank again this year, too. 

“They have been really generous. 

“The trolley is emptied twice a week 
and it is normally packed. 

“We use our biggest trolley, the large 


deep one, so a lot of food is donated. We 
actually put the goods through the till 
before the foodbank people come to pick 
them up and it is usually about £300 
worth of food people are donating each 
time. 

“We even get people bringing goods 
from home to drop them in and on the odd 
occasion we even get items from other 
supermarkets left in there. 

“We obviously can’t put them through 
the till but the foodbank still gets every¬ 
thing. 

“The customers have been great and it 
is wonderful to see how generous they are. 

“We are delighted to also help the food- 
bank.” 

Bosses at the Oswestry and Borders 
Foodbank have said they have seen 
demand treble in just 12 months. 

The foodbank had distributed nearly 
seven tons of food so far by May this 
year - nearly two tons in April alone. 

The Oswestry group recently opened a 
branch in Ellesmere to cope with demand. 

The Ellesmere group operates on Tues¬ 
days and Fridays from noon to 2pm in the 
town’s Methodist church. 


Teenagers get an insight 
into the world of finance 


TEENAGERS from schools in Oswestry 
had an insight into life in world of finance 
with the Oswestry Rotary Club’s annual 
Investment Competition for schools and 
colleges. 

The winning team proved so successful 
it made a 30 per cent virtual profit. 

Run in conjunction with the Oswestry 
branch of HSBC Bank, the competition 
provided an opportunity to broaden stu¬ 
dents’ interest in business studies and 
provide them with an insight into the UK 
Stock Market. 

The two teams from the Marches School 
and four teams from Oswestry School had 
to research the stock market, select the 
shares they wished to purchase and man¬ 
age their investments. 

Each team began the competition with 
a ‘virtual’ £10,000. 

With these funds, they were required to 
purchase stocks and shares available on 
the UK stock market. 

They could make changes to their 


investments once a month, if they wished 
and were required to closely monitor their 
portfolios.

As a result of their successful invest¬ 
ments, students have been awarded £25 
each and a HSBC goody bag and the 
Marches school received a cheque for 
£100. 

Emily said: “This has been a really good 
opportunity to find out more about the 
stock market and I’m so pleased we won.” 

Rotarian Christopher Perry said: “Huge 
congratulations to the winning students 
for achieving a 30 per cent profit on their 
investment. 

“I would be over the moon if I could do 
the same.” 


AN Oswestry councillor who led the fight against plans to change the 
county’s NHS out-of-hours health hotline says it is “vital” ShropDoc 
is allowed to carry on providing the service in the long-term. 

GPs in Oswestry were the first in the county to raise concerns about the intro¬ 
duction of the NHS 111 system when they warned town councillors of their wor¬ 
ries at a meeting in January. 


They feared NHS 111 call handlers would 
not have the clinical experience to offer the 
correct advice and the system would not be 
as effective as the ShropDoc service. 

The new system has suffered various 
problems since it was launched in March 
and has had to rely on the ShropDoc service 
to bail it out. 

Town councillor Paul Milner, who is also 
a member of the Oswestry Plas Ffynnon 
surgery patients’ group, has been campaign¬ 
ing since January against the introduction 
of the 111 system. 

He said GPs’ worries in January proved 
correct and called for the out-of-hours sys¬ 
tem to remain with ShropDoc in the long 
term. 

He said: “The Oswestry Health Group, 
which includes Owen Paterson MP and 
councillors and health professionals, met 
earlier this month and it was acknowledged 
then that the launch of the 111 system had 
been unsuccessful. 

“The health group sent out a clear mes¬ 
sage that they wanted to see ShropDoc carry

on providing the service and I think that is 
something we would all want. 

“There has been a lot of concerns about 
the 111 system and I think it is brilliant 
news that ShropDoc will be carrying on the 
service in the immediate future. 

“What I would really like to see is Shrop¬ 
Doc run the serving the longer term, even if 
it is under the 111 number.” 

In January, Dr Paul Middleton speaking 
on behalf of all of Oswestry’s surgeries, said 
ShropDoc had been independently audited 
as one of the best out of hours services in the 
UK. 

He told councillors in pilot projects the 
use of the NHS 111 system had increased 
ambulance calls from three per cent to 11 
per cent and A&E attendances from 2.5 per 
cent to 5.6 per cent of calls. 

Councillor Milner said: “I believe Shrop¬ 
Doc provides a superior service to that 
offered by 111 in other parts of the country.” 


Mid & West Wales Fire and Rescue Service said the 
fire at the plastic recycling factory in Smethwick was a 
prime example of the risk the lanterns cause. 

The service said people should think hard before they 
release the lanterns in future and to avoid agricultural 
areas altogether. 

Holly Wood, fire service spokeswoman, said: “Mid & 
West Wales Fire and Rescue Service is encouraging peo¬ 
ple to think about the use of Chinese lanterns after a fire 
at the Smethwick recycling plant last week. 

“The blaze was started when a lantern dropped onto 
bales of plastic. 

“The incident is a prime example of fire risk due to 
incorrect handling, unspent fuel cells and other 
unplanned deviations when using flying lanterns. 

“As flying lanterns are becoming increasingly popular 
as a means of celebration, there is more need to be aware 
of the risks and considerations when using flying 
lanterns. 

“Lanterns are generally made from paper which is 
usually made fire resistant. 

“Sizes, shapes and flying times vary depending on the 
manufacturer, though average flying times are around 
six to eight minutes but can be as long as 20 minutes. 

“Flying lanterns should always come with full instruc¬ 
tions and additional information should be available 
from the manufacturers.” 

She said areas to be avoided include fields with crops, 
buildings with thatched roofs, woodland and areas of 
heath or bracken.

Artful addition to lawns 
tor the delight of visitors

POWIS Castle has a wealth of 
art on its walls, in sculptures in 
the gardens - and now on the 
lawn itself. 

Every summer, the gardeners at 
the National Trust castle in Welsh¬ 
pool create a piece of art on the 
Great Lawn for visitors to admire. 

Popular designs have included a 
Welsh dragon, the word croeso - Welsh 
for welcome - a fleur-de-lis and a 
labyrinth. 

Now the 2013 art has been unveiled, 
a detailed design which is based upon 
the wood carvings on the fireplaces in 
Powis Castle’s state dining room. 

Ruth Scutter, assistant visitor services 
manager said: “It’s great that the design 
can be enjoyed by all our visitors, 
whether admiring it from our castle and 
terraces or getting closer to its twists 
and turns, running around its path. The 
design fits in well with the National 
Trust’s campaign ‘50 things to do before 
you’re 11 and %’ and we’re already see¬ 
ing families tick off number 24 - “go on 
a walk barefoot” as they trace the out¬ 
lines.” 

The carvings were designed by archi¬ 
tect GF Bodley who was employed in 
1902 by George Herbert, the 4th Earl of 
Powis, who was keen to update Powis 
Castle whilst retaining its Jacobean 
style. 

Between 1903 and 1905 £15,182 - the 
equivalent of more than a million 
pounds in today’s money - was spent on 
the renovations, which included changes 
to the Oak Room, the state dining room 
and the Duke’s room as well as the 
installation of electricity and central 
heating throughout the castle. Powis 
Castle remains Bodley’s only intact

domestic interior available for the 
public to view. 

“We’re delighted to see the castle 
and gardens brought together, cele¬ 
brating Powis through they eyes of the 
Edwardian era and bringing our inte¬ 
riors outside.” 

Visitors can marvel at both the lawn 
art and the original design on the fire¬ 
places. Normal admission prices apply. 

Powis Castle began life as the 


medieval fortress of the Welsh princes 
of Powys, who held on to their king¬ 
dom despite the threats of their more 
powerful neighbours in Gwynedd and 
England. 

In 1587, Powis was sold to Sir 
Edward Herbert who created the 
romantic long gallery which is richly 
decorated with the coats of arms of his 
ancestors.

Elderly

AN elderly woman had to be 
rescued by firefighters after 
she became trapped in a lift 
at Oswestry Library. 

The woman, who has not 
been named, was stuck in 
the lift at Oswestry for more 
than 30 minutes. 

She had been trying to get 
down to the ground floor 
level of the library, which 
has a split level layout, when 
it stopped about 18 inches 
from the bottom. 

She pressed the alarm 
button to alert library staff, 
and the fire service had to be 
called out to help her down. 

Library manager Teresa 
Eccleston said: “The lift 
broke down and she was 
stuck in it. 

“We’d got the engineers 
coming out, but they were 
coming from some distance 
away, with the heat we 
thought we’d call the fire 
brigade as they could be 
here a lot quicker. 

“Someone stayed by the 
lift while we waited to keep 
her company and to make 
sure she was alright. 

“The engineers arrived a 
bit later and have been 
repairing the lift. It was a 
mechanical failure that 
caused it to stop.” 

Firefighters from 

Oswestry fire station res¬ 
cued the lady by using a 
hydraulic lifter to lower the 
lift to the ground floor. 

The woman was 

unharmed in the incident. 


Cancer scare led to woman 
starting her own business 


THREE years ago Cherry Allen knew she wanted to find a new job, 
but she never dreamed that a cancer diagnosis and a chance phone 
call to an old friend would provide her with the opportunity to become 
her own boss. 

The 58-year-old is quickly becoming a familiar face at Oswestry’s outdoor mar¬ 
ket, but for many years she worked with children and teenagers with serious 
problems. 

“They were homeless kids with all sorts 
of problems - alcohol, drugs, abuse - all the 
problems that come up in the young and 
homeless,” she said. 

“We referred them to all the different 
agencies to try to help them. 

“It was a job I really loved and I got so 
much out of it, but in 2010 I’d made a deci¬ 
sion to go more on to the council side of 
things and there was a position coming up 
that I was going to go for. 

“I decided to have a holiday in June 2010 
and in that holiday I was diagnosed with 
cancer. 

“I spent two years getting over that, but 
by the time I was better, all the agencies I’d 
been working with before had closed down 
and the funding had been stopped.” 

Cherry said she spent some time thinking 
about what she wanted to do, and was con¬ 
sidering going into mediation when she 
found an old phone book. 

“Out of the blue the number of my daugh¬ 
ter’s godmother, who I hadn’t heard from in 
10 years, fell out of the phone book,” she 
said. 

“I gave her a ring and she said she was 
doing well with her trade in fair trade 
clothes. 

“She said she’d give me the shop at cost 
or I could take it over and pay her back in 
two years once I’d made enough to do that. 

I said I’d do a market stall and she said 
she’d front me some stuff, and it was all

Views of Northern Tanzania, the 
Maasai and Hadza ways of life 


WRITING notes for a column in 
the Oswestry Chronicle whilst 
standing on the edge of a volcanic 
crater in East Africa may seem a 
touch out-of-place. 

However as I gazed longingly out over the 
lands of Northern Tanzania, it is easy and 
obvious to remember that we all owe our 
very existence to this region. 

For it was here that some of the very ear¬ 
liest evidence for modern humans emerged. 
I am standing on the rim of the Ngorongoro 
Crater. As I look to the West I can pick out 
Laetoli, the famous site of the fossilised 
hominid footprints dating from volcanic 
events around 3.6 million years ago and 
showing unequivocally that our ancestors 
walked upright, together. 

Just a few hundred meters to the East of 
that I can pick out Lake Eyasi, one of the 
most fascinating regions of Africa for anyone 
interested in the human species. And as I try 
and take all of this in, my view is temporarily 
blocked out by a couple of Maasai Herdsmen 
and their cattle wandering past me. 

The Maasai people are seen by many as 
the ancient custodians of this land and cer¬ 
tainly compared to white people, they are. 
However they did in fact originate from the 
Nile Valley and only began migrating to their 
current locations in Kenya and Northern 
Tanzania in the 17th Century. They have 
long been a fierce and proud tribe, with their 
famed practice of killing lions with spears to 
prove bravery. Now though they have largely 
adopted a pastoral way of life although the 
governments of their respective countries 
have tried to ban this along with other cul¬ 
tural traditions. Currently, big game hunters 
are trying to force them from their lands. 
With such change over the decades, elders in 
this society must surely ruminate on many

contrasting memories. But I will speak more 
of the Maasai in future columns. 

Again I return my gaze to Lake Eyasi, for 
it is here that one of the last true hunter- 
gather tribes continue to exist. Our guide 
simply states that they are very poor people, 
but I sense a very slight twinge of envy in his 
voice and more than a little respect. He is 
talking of the Hadza people. 

The Hadza reside in an area that even 
today is not too dissimilar from that in 
which our ancestors spent the majority of 
their existence. 

Protect 


All around them, the Maasai have adopted 
a more pastoral way of life with their cattle 
and goats, yet the Hadza remain largely 
hunter-gathers. The Maasai don’t hunt or 
eat wild game, however in the wilder regions 
of their existence they will kill lions, leop¬ 
ards and hyenas in order to protect livestock. 

The Hadza do hunt extensively. 

They spare one creature only; the hyena. 
And herein lies one of their most intriguing, 
if a little macabre, characteristics. When a 
Hadza dies, he or she is taken into the bush 
and laid to rest in the open. #Within 24 
hours the carcass is gone; the work of hye¬ 
nas. To then hunt the living embodiment of 
a dead ancestor would surely fill anyone with 
a sense of the sacrilege.

Project to 
conserve 
cemetery 
records 

A MAJOR new project to 
ensure Oswestry cemetery’s 
archives are available to the 
public to use in future years 
is about to begin. 

Oswestry Town Council 
will be taking on three tem¬ 
porary members of staff to 
take the project forward. 

The project, which was 
awarded £60,000 lottery 
funding earlier this year, will 
see the team carry out work 
in recording, cataloguing 
and conserving the ceme¬ 
tery’s archives. 

Many of Oswestry’s 
famous sons are buried at 
the cemetery. 

Among them is war hero 
Squadron Sergeant Major 
Harold Whitfield. He won 
the Victoria Cross for brav¬ 
ery during the Great War. 

The cemetery also has a 
war section and the ceme¬ 
tery’s archive collections 
contains information about 
the graves and exhumations 
of German pilots who were 
initially buried at Oswestry 
and later transferred to the 
cemetery at Cannock.

Peugeot have got it so right 
with this new 2008 Crossover

CAR manufacturers seem to be 
going to great lengths to find any 
outrageous gimmick to promote 
new vehicles but it was still a shock 
when Peugeot asked me to test the 
new 2008 Crossover on a ski slope. 

The chances of any road vehicle mastering 
such treacherous conditions looked pretty 
remote but I hadn’t accounted for Peugeot’s 
new “grip control” system which transformed the 
2008 at the click of a switch. 

The new system optimises traction in poor 
grip conditions and puts this crossover into a dif¬ 
ferent league when combined with the 165mm 
ground clearance and advanced traction con¬ 
trol. 

The system works because grip control trans¬ 
fers torque to the tyre with the most grip in a 
scrabbling manner allowing the 2008 to even 
negotiate a ski slope. It comes as standard with 
Allure and Feline trims, or is a £300 extra on 
lower-spec models. 

The 2008 is a real money saving alternative 
for those seeking the assurance of four wheel 
drive performance. 

The SUV crossover cuurently occupies less 
than seven per cent of the European B-segment 
but this is just the type of vehicle to see sales 
spiral upwards. The challenge to all producers 


in this sector is to provide something distinctive 
and Peugeot have got things just right. Not only 
does the 2008 have the cutting edge with the 
new “grip” system but it also has winning looks 
too. 

Sculptured wings and sides are noticeable as 
is the generous use of glass. There’s great all¬ 
round vision and the panoramic sunroof is an 
eye catching addition. 

Inside Peugot has developed a new look too 
with the fascia capping covered in a silky mate¬ 
rial and a brilliant aircraft style handbrake situ¬ 
ated close to the easy-to-handle grip control 
system. The 2008 shares 67 per cent of its 
underbody with the 208 hatchback but has 


longer body overhangs. It’s 200mm longer, 
96mm taller and 25mm as well as 162mm more 
ground clearance. 

If you are a driver needing lots of rear room 
then the 2008 should be on your radar. While 
the rear seating isn’t the most comfortable in the 
sector everything folds completely flat to offer 
1,194 litres of space. 

All versions get ESP as well as anti-skid, sta¬ 
bility control, emergency braking and electronic 
brakeforce distribution. All round air bags are 
standard. There are four badge levels, Access, 
Active, Allure and Feline, a choice of eight 
colours and a comprehensive range of petrol, 
diesel and e-HDi engines. 


I drove the full range and was most impressed 
by the 1.6e-HDi 115 Feline which had a top 
speed of 117mph and 0-62mph in 10.4 seconds 
and a stop-start system. 

Emissions are impressive at just 106g/km and 
there are remarkable fuel consumption figures 
of 70.6mpg on the combined cycle. 

Many models in the B-sector demonstrate a 
lot of body roll on the open road and the Peu¬ 
geot is no exception but things weren’t as bad 
as expected.For a crossover the 2008 was actu¬ 
ally fun to drive with a comfortable driving posi¬ 
tion and plenty of steering wheel height and 
reach adjustment. 

For those needing the security of being able

Now you can make dreams of 
becoming stunt driver a reality 


Smashing up cars, jumping off build¬ 
ings, scrapping and brawling.... 
Sounds exciting, doesn’t it? No wonder 
so many kids like the idea of doing it 
for a living. 

As you get older, though, the idea of being a stunt¬ 
man doesn’t appeal as much. Practicality takes over. 
‘What if someone gets hurt?’, you think - and ‘what 
a waste of a perfectly usable car’. 

But it’s definitely fun to try out for a day, as I found 
out at the Mercedes driving facility at Millbrook. 

In fact, it’s about the most fun you can have fully 
clothed - plus, it’s controlled, safe and fully insured. 

I’ve been invited here to meet something of a leg¬ 
end in the stunt business, Larry Rippenkroeger, 
who’s been Bruce Willis’s stunt double for the best 
part of 10 years, including in the recent fifth instal¬ 
ment A Good Day To Die Hard. 

Willis is back as grumpy cop John McClane and 
this time, he and his son get mixed up with Russian 
gangsters. 

The original Die Hard, released in 1988, featured 
half a Los Angeles skyscraper being blown up by 
McClane, so producers have had to up the stakes 
in the stunt department for each sequel. 

But since the Bourne trilogy came along and 
changed everything, film-makers have increasingly 
gone for realism. 

Cinema audiences aren’t just interested in seeing 
things get blown up, they want to see the whites of 
actors’ eyes. 

They want actual crashes, not computer-gener¬ 
ated graphics, and most of all, they want to be close 
up, as if they’re alongside the actor in the cockpit of 
the car, plane, helicopter, you name it. 

But how? You can’t just put an A-lister in a deathly 
situation. 

Tough as Willis’s reputation is, it’s unlikely he’d be 
up for some of the things in this new Die Hard film, 
and even if he was, no studio in the world would let 
him have a go.

Much better to let someone like former jet-ski 
world champion Rippenkroeger do it. 

If needed on screen, he’ll (pretend to) get beaten 
up, jump around or take a bullet for Willis, while any 
mad driving stunts beyond the skills of or too dan¬ 
gerous for the film’s star, Rippenkroeger, a demon 
behind the wheel, will fill in. 

Of all the driving stunts in the latest Die Hard film, 
he reckons the 360-degree spin in the Mercedes 
Unimog was the most challenging. 

A Unimog’s a large four-wheel-drive truck, or, in 
simpler terms, a vehicle not designed to spin around 
on a busy street. 

Roofs 

Second to that was the so-called ‘step ladder 
scene’, in which McClane drives along the roofs of 
hundreds of cars in order to get where he needs to 
be. 

“Driving over the traffic was so demanding, 
because I had to go fast enough to make it look 
good and be exciting, but I was on the ragged edge 
of control,” says Rippenkroeger. 

“All the different heights of cars I was driving over 
made it so difficult to steer and I was worried about 
driving off the top of the trucks.” 

To get a taste of how difficult it might be, a special 
off-road track has been set up for me to have a go. 

There are dips, puddles and bumps to warm 
things up. Child’s play when you’re driving a Mer¬ 
cedes G-Class SUV. 

What’s a bit more difficult is driving down a virtu¬ 
ally sheer drop without slipping or sliding off to the 
side. 


Going back up isn’t any less taxing, while the 
instructor saying, “You need to hit the bottom of the 
ramp much faster” goes against every rational 
thought in your head. 

There’s gathering a bit of momentum, and then 
there’s what seems like craziness. 

Anyway, a few laps of that and I reckon I would 
give John McClane a run for his money driving off¬ 
road. 

Next up is the skid pan, and a chance to recreate 
the 360-degree spin Rippenkroeger mastered. 

I’m in a S65 AMG sedan, so it’s a bit lighter on its 
feet than the Unimog. 

Plus I’m driving around a si I icon-coated, soaking 
wet circular track designed for spinning around on, 
not in the middle of a Moscow street, as in the film. 

Nevertheless, I have a go, and manage it. First 
time. And the second. And the third. It’s pretty easy, 
to be honest. 

Deliberately spinning a car doesn’t feature in the 
Highway Code, but still, it’s amazing fun. 

Finally, and most excitingly, it’s time for the pod. 

They’ve been used by stunt drivers for some 
time, and the same person that installed this one did 
the same on James Bond’s most-recent adventure 
Skyfall, and car-crash spectacular Fast & Furious 6. 

The pod moves all of the driving controls onto the 
roof. 

You drive it like you normally would, you’re just 
on the car rather than in it. 

The idea is while the stunt driver struts their stuff, 
the actor inside looks like they’re doing all the hard 
work - remember what we said about viewers want¬ 
ing realism? - and the cameras can move around 
inside, uninhibited. 

Sitting on top of a car to drive it is an odd experi¬ 
ence, but after a couple of laps of Millbrook, I get the 
hang of it. 

Sitting inside as a passenger while a real stunt 
driver hammers around the track shows just what 
the set-up is capable of though. 

Perhaps it’s best left to the professionals after all.

“If we can do that, it would put is in good shape for our 
remaining games but, by the same token, if we lose on Sat¬ 
urday, then we could go back down to third or fourth. 

“The table is that tight and one thing we know is that 
any team in this league is capable of beating you if you are 
not on your game.
